ToUo, Sept. 12. — Ad approximation 
of tbe Japanese casualties Id tbe battle 
of Llao Yaog, based upon reports of 
tbe chief a of the medical corps of the 
three Japaneae armiea, was concluded 
Banday. It co>ers tha lighting from 
August 26. and Fhows tbat the killed 
and wounded amount to 17,53i> men, 
divided Hfi follows: 

In the right army, under the com- 
nand of 0«n. Kurokl. 4.866 men; in 
the center army, under the command 
of Gen. Nodzu, 4,992 men, and in tbe 
left army, under the command of Gen. 
Oku, 7,681 men. Theae caaualtlea In- 
clude 186 ofBcera killed and 464 ofllcen 
wounded. The fact that the army un- 
der Gen. Oku sustained the heaviest 
loHses is aocininfed for by its OHsaults 
upon the Russian defenses to the south 
of LkM) Taag. 

Telegraphic report received here 
Sunday from the headquartera of the 
Manchurian army declare the Japanese 
to be In full possession of the Tangtal 
coal mines, and estimate the Ruaslan 
lota to the fall of Uao Yaac t ever 
18,000 men. The eatlmate of loeaes 
doea not include tbo^c Bufferod l>v the 
RuBslana In tbe rear guard actions 
fought after tba OTaoutlom of LUu> 
Tang. 

Ohafoo, Sept. it. — A Chineae officer 
who left Port Arthur the night of Sep- 
tember 6, arrived here Sunday and re- 
ports that Japaneae troops to the num- 
b(U of 6,000 control Loulaa bay. He 
Bftya the Japaneae are making nae of a 
balloon, which he describes as a dgar- 
shaped affair with a car suspended, 
and nays that a "fat foreigner, wear- 
ing a mustache," runs the balloon. 

The Japaneae entrenobments 11m tk* 
Wlla in every direction and reinforce- 
ments are constantly arriving from 
Port Dalny. Tbe Japanese hospitals at 
Port Dalny are filled with wounded, 
and tranaporta are engaged In remov- 
ing the wounded to Japan as fast as 
poasible. 

Chefoo. Sept. 12.— The story of the 
happenings before Port Arthur of the 
past 10 days, according to the Novl- 
kral, ia one of bombardments, outpost 
claahea «nd reeonnolterlng exploits. 
Coplte of the Novlgrai dated Septem- 
ber B, 6 and 7, received here Siiinlay 
are devoted almost exclusively to a 
recital of the details of these oecur- 
renoea. Ruaaiaa activity on the north- 
east front, which Includeid Rlhlugshan 
and Kikwanshan, Is noted by the pa- 
)icr, and the inference 1m drawn that 
an attack in tbat quarter is expected. 

The bombardments of the Pali- 
ehluang fort, which is only 800 yards 
from Klhlungshan, are frequent. The 
Russians are trying desperately to re- 
tard the farther htrengtbening of this 

poaitloa.

More Than 100 Hoaies Indadinff the 

Customs House at Presido Del 
Korte Washed Away. 



The Watera Are Said to Have Swept 

Away Whole Settlements of Dwell- 
ings Between Presidio Del 
Narta and BetNiulllaa. 

Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 12.— A spe- 
cial from Alpine, Tex., says: 

The Rio Grande is on the worst ram- 
page in its history, and great destruc- 
tion of property has already occurred 
at Prtaldio Del Norte, OJintio and 
many other amaller settlementa sltua« 
ted on both sides of the river for a 
distance of 300 miles aluiiK its (uurse. 
The valley is narrow along the river 
through the great bend region of 
Texaa, and the loaaea by destruction 
of crops there will not be heavy. Ac- 
cording to information Sunday from 
a mounted courier, who came direct 
from Presidio Del Norte, more than 
100 houses of that town. Including 
the United States customs house, were 
washed away by the flood. The flood 
is said to have swept away whole set- 
tlements of houses occupied by Mexi- 
cans between Presidio Del Norte and 
Bouquillas. 

No reports of loss of life have been 
received. The valley aouth of Del Rio 
la wide, and In a high state of culti- 
vation. It Is also thickly populated. 
Heavy property losses will occur when 
the flood reaches there. A warning 
has been it^sued to the settlers below, 
and they are busy moving out of the 
valley, and preparing for the expected 
Inundation.

The accident was the tragic ending 
of a day's pleasure trip OB the river. 
The launch, which was owned by Joa> 
eph Portescue, and the party, had been 
made tip from among a few of his 
frienil.'?. The day was spent in a cruise 
up the river as far as Tii nton. The 
return trip was begun after nightfall, 
the pilot of the boat keeping close to 
the Pennaylvania ahore on the run 
down the' river. When a point was 
reached near Andalusia, the Columbia 
suddenly loomed up on the darkness. 
Fortescue jammed his wheel to star- 
board, but juat a moment too late. 
The big ataamar atmek tha lauaeh 
squarely In the middle, and cut it in 
half, throwing all the occupants into 
the water. 

A terrible shriek went up as the 
boats struck, which almost caused a 
panic among the paaaongers on the Co- 
lumbia. Ooaraa of life preatrvera ware 
thrown overboard to those In the water 
and a boat was quickly lowered. When 
the rowboat reacheil the spot only four 
persons could be found in the dark- 
ness, it la balieved that several vic- 
tims wtm eruahed by tbe paddle 
wheela on the Columbia.
